Gordon quietly cave a 
signal to bis balf dezen men with louded rifles and 
the next moment the two ringleaders were shot 
dead. So ended the mutiny. ‘But I always think,’ 
Gordon used to say, meditatively, after telling the 
story, ‘1 always think 1 murdered those men.’”’

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THE MANUAL OF ARMS IN THE PAST. 
THE manual for loading and firing the musket in 
1707 was: 


“Join your right bands to your muskets; handle 


your matches; blow your matches; try your 
matches; guard your pans; blow your matches: 
present; give fire; recover your arms; returo your 
matches; blow your pans; baudie your primers; 
prime; sbut your pans; blow your pans; cast about 
to charge; handle your charges; open them with 
yout teetn; charge with powder; charge with bul- 
et; the wads from your hats; draw forth your 
rammers; hold them up; shorten them against 
your breast; put them in the barrels; ram dowa 
your charge; withdraw your rammers; hold them 
up; sborten them against your breasts; return your 
rammers; your right hand under the pan; poise 
your muskets; shoulder your muskets; rest your 
muskets; order your muskets; lay dota your 
muskets; take up your muskets; rest your mus- 
kets; club your muskets; rest your muskets; shoul- 
der your muskets; make ready; present; give fre.” 

In 1779 was published in America the vol of 
Baron Steuben’s tactics, which contains the al 
of arms for our Revolutionary Army. The musket 
was then a flintlock muzzie-loader, with single ball 
or ball and buckshot, effective at about one hundred 
ares with a recoil as dangerous to the so'dier as to 

he object aimed at. For firing and loading the 
commands were, the musket being loaded and at a 
shoulder: * Poise firelock. Cock firelock. Take 
aim. Fire.” “Half cock firelock. Handle cart- 
ridge; prime; shut n; charge with cartridge; 
draw rammer; ram down cartridge; return ram- 
mer; shoulier firelock.” 

Up to 1840 we had the same old fiintlock, smooth- 
bore musket, with paper cartridges, aod loaded by 
twelve commands: “ Load; open pao; bandle cart- 
ridge; tear cartridge; prime; shut pan; cast about: 
charge cartridge; draw ramrod; ram cartridge; re- 
turo ramrod; shoulder arms.” 

About 1845 the percussion cap, previously used by 
sportsmen, was adapted to the smooth. bore muzzle- 
loader, and it was loaded in “ten times” or mvtione, 
gradually reduced to four motions, and ‘nally to 
one, “‘ Load at will.” 

Now, ip 1890, every recruit knows that be can 
load his rifie and fire it from tive to twenty times a 
minute, thereby exhausting his supply of sixty 
rounds in a few minutes, whereas as late as our Civil 
War forty rounds in the cartridge box and twenty 
10 the haversack were a full ellowance for a day's 
figchting.—Gen. Sherman in the North American 
Review.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


Tn the case of Sergt. J. Lodel), Co. G, 13th Infantry, tried 
and reduced, etc., for drunkenness on guard, Gen. Merritt 
says: “The proceedings are approved, except the action of 
the court in excusing one of its members to act as counsel 
for the accused. As in the absence of a challenge as pro- 
vided for in the 88th Acticle of War, no authority less than 
that convening the court can relieve a member from his 
duties, tbe court was in error in excusing one of its mem- 
bers to act as counsel. The question should have been re- 
ferred to Dept. heacquarters ior this authority.” 


In a case recently tried at the Presidio, Gen. N. A. Miles 
says: * The action of the court in decliuing to summon the 
additional witnesses called for by the defence is not ap- 
proved, The result of this action of the court is to leave a 
doubt as to tbe identity of the accused, to the benefit of 
which he is legally entitied. While the evidence of the wit- 
nesses tor the defence, tending to show, as against the posi- 
tive testimony of the two non-commissioned officers who 
had served immeviately with the accused, that he had not 
been in the Military Service for some time prior to the date 
of the offence charged agaiost bim, may be due to mistakes 
of time, there is not, as disclosed by the record, sufficient 
evidence on behalf of the prosecution to overcome the rea- 
sovable doubt raised by euch conflicting testimouy. It was 
the duty of tbe prosecution to exnaust all sources ot evi- 
dence reasonably available, so long as this doubt remained 
unsettied, and further, to issue its process to secure to the 
defence tne berefit of such additiona! evidence as would 
bave been material to the case,"

I donot disagree with the suggestions 
as to the facings, exercises, manual of arms and 
even the matter of kneeling. But very little 1s sub- 
mitted in place of what is criticized. 

If there are to be two rauks or orore than one live 
then an officer who does not care which rank or 
line 1s toward the enemy will certainly not be fol- 
lowing past experience. [ think in all double rank 
organizations the universal custom has been to put 
the best drilled meninfront. Surely all Generals, 
ancient or modern, have ever shown by their actions 
that they were tar from indifferent on this subject. 

In criticizing an article it would be ungenerous 
not to acknowledge the one good point therein. But 
even this is a matter of detail and not of principle. 
l refer to the method of forming fours. The writer 
can hardly be given much credit for this suggestion 
as he declares against fours altogether. If we are 
not to have fours, why discuss their formation? I 
venture to believe we shall have fours for some 
years and if they can be formed without counting 
it may be better. If a nation must change its tac- 
tics every ten years, it isto be hoped that occasion- 
ally it will have tactics which bave “never been 
used in battle.” If “ Upton’s system of fours” “bas 
an inherent weakness patent to all,” it ought to be 
easy to descrite the weakness. Why bas it not been 
developed io war against the Indians ? 

The question of the cause of Ge® Upton’s death is 
not pertineurt, and unless the writer is a near friend 
or relative it 1s impossible for him to know what he 
states to be the truth. 

If criticisms are to be instructive, ideas must be 
presented. Analysis would be good. Synthesis 
would be better.

Tue story of the British Naval Mancuvres this 
year 1s that of the King of France, who marched up 
the hill with thirty thousand men and then marched 
down again. The squadron of defence, under Sir 
Francis Tryon, tried in vain to find the enemy 
under Sir Michael-Culme Seymour, who, to justify 
his name, made a point of preventing his adversary 
from seeing anytbing. According to the Army and 
Navy Gazette, ‘the lessons of the naval fiasco of 
1890 mean more ships, more guns, more men, a re- 
serve fleet az fit as those which in the Mediterranean 
and at Scilly should be ready to move without avy 
restraining fear of eventualities iu their rear. Now, 
as in ancient times, and at every period of our his- 
tory, we are taught that it is a mobile force we 
must rely upon for protection. The country re- 
quires, after the squadrons on foreign stations have 
been adequately reinforced, three fleets, homogene- 
ous in speed and power of offence, if not in coal en- 
durance; and at present it has only sufficient mcd - 
ern ships for two.” 








Tue Ordnance Department of the Army has in-

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ARTILLERY VERSUS ARMY. 


IT has been justly claimed that the crowning 
glory of the Volunteer force of the late war is that 


J when their services were no longer required the 


million of men returned without murmur or cavil 
to their wonted walks in life. An Army, the equal 
of which in actual power has never been seen, and 
which, had it so determined, might easily have 
changed the political condition of this whole con- 
tinent, melted quietly and gladly to its normal con- 
dition of citizenship. This was the grandest exhi 
bition of true Republicanism, of the power of each 
individual to control himself, that has ever been 
given to the world. 

Under recent orders of the War Department the 
Regular Army bas had, on a smaller scale, the op- 
portunity of showing its magnificent discipline and 
self-negation. G. O. Nos. 76 and 79 at ‘‘one fell 
swoop” wipe out of existence fifty companies of 
infantry and twenty companies of cavalry. Sev- 
enty companies, seventy captains, seventy 1st lieu- 
tenants, seventy second lieutenants, seventy first ser- 
geants, three hundred sergeants, two hundred and 
eighty corporals and one hundred and forty musi- 
cians are relivyed from the duties imposed on them 
by law, and relegated to some back seat to await 
the next move of the War Department. This,as those 
affected claim, has been done not only without sanc- 
tion of law, but in direct and absolute violation of law. 
The law organizing the Army carefully prescribes 
not only what number of companies shall compose 
a regiment of eavalry or infantry, but as carefully 
designates the component parts of each company. 
Section 1103 appears to give a color of authority 
for reducing the number of enlisted men in a cavalry 
troop tothe zero quantity, but Section 1107 dis 
tinctly provides for a minimum of fifty privates in 
a company of infantry. The disbanding of 
companies is not only of doubtful authority, but it 
would seem to be a most unfortunate concession to 
the disposition to reduce our Army below even the 
limitations of a decent cadre, 

If the Secretary of War can cut down a regiment 
of cavalry to ten companies, and a regiment of in- 





fantry to eight companies, he can with equal au- 
thority cut each regiment down to one company, 
There can be no limit to his power, except, that 
without legislation he cannot actually muster out the 
officers and non-com. officers rendered superfluous, 
High legal authorities assert that the action of 
the War Department as developed in G. O. 76 and 79 
cannot stand a moment if brought before a proper 
tribunal, and it speaks volumes for the discipline 
and subordination of the Army, that of over two hun- 
dred officers choused out of their legal rights and 
places by the operation of those orders, not one has 
20 far proved a ‘* kicker.” And this is all the more 
remarkable when the feeling of both cavalry and 
infantry is that the whole matter is an unfair 
method of toosting up the artillery at the expense 
of the other arms of the service. 

Had the order authorized additional light bat- 
teries, or had it created larger companies for the 
handling of great guns, there might have been less 
feeling, but it is asked why aso called battery of artil- 
lery, differing from a company of infantry in nothing 
but the facing on the uniform, armed, equipped, 
and drilled exactly the same, should be made to 
consist of sixty-six enlisted men, while the infantry 
companies are by the same order left without a 
limit of even one man. Infantry men thought at 
first that this order might be a diplomatic move in 
the interests of the three battalion organization, but 
the reflection that this same order broke up the 
three battalion organization of the cavalry, dissi- 
pated the idea instantly. 

The present tendency of Army administration 
seems to be in the interests of the artillery. The other 
arms of service have no objection to the legitimate 
increase of the artillery, but when it is proposed to 
destroy or emasculate the other arms for its own 
advantage and advancements, it stirs up a spirit 
that is very injurious to the Army. 

It was a favorite idea of the late General Totten 
that the local militia should be trained to man our 
forts in time of war, being subjected meantime to 
actual drill and practice in the batteries. He made 
this recommendation in 1826, in a report signed by 
him and ‘ Bernard, Brigadier-General;” he re- 
peated it in another report dated March 29, 1836. 
Again in 1840 he submitted on behalf of a board to 
whom had been committed the subject of 
the military defences of the country, a re- 
port m which he recommended that the Vol- 
unteer forces of the cities be divided into 
detachments and assigned to given works, which, 
besides being their alarm posts should be the or- 
dinary school of drill in the manual of the gun and 
battery and in frequent target practice ‘as being not 
only necessary to the proper use of the battery, but 
as imparting interest and excitement to the ser- 
vice.” Others have urged the adoption of this plan 
for increasing the efficieacy of the artillery, and it is 
at least worth while to exhaust every effort to se- 
cure this measure of co-operation with the local 
militia before stretching the law to the injury of a 
large body of the Service. 

Our line offizers are commissioned for the pur- 
pose of commanding troops, and nothing but the 
clearest warrant of law justifies the War Department 
in depriving an officer of the opportunity of prac- 
ticing his profession, and practically retiring him 
while still in the active exercise of his faculties. 
Besides, it will have a most important effect upon 
legislation to practically assume that the cavalry and 
infantry are in excess of our needs. The contrary 
position has heretofore been maintained by all com- 
petent to form a judgment.. Certainly, if there is 
authority for G. Q. Nos. 76 and 79, those affected 
by this sweeping reduction have a right to ask where 
it is to be found. Thus far we have been un- 
able to find, and we have waited to search for it 
before sayipg anything on this subject. 








A STATEMENT has recently been made in the daily 
press to the effect that with the advent of the new 
ships, the older officers of the Navy have been 
found inadequate to the demands upon them by 
modern changes, so that it has been necessary to 
bring the younger officers to the front to replace 
their seniors, some of whom, it is represented, had 
been obliged to retire from their commands owing 
to the great strain upon them. It is unquestion- 





ably true that a far larger knowledge is necessary 
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than was the case twenty years ago. Yet there are 
few commarding officers who have not had the ad- 
vantage of the course at the Torpedo Station, which 
is well known to give a large amouut of practical 
instruction in electricity, the handling of high ex- 
plosives, ete. As to ordnance qualities it must not 
be forgotten that a good gunner is not necessarily 
an “‘ ordnance sharp.” Commander Wilde yielded 
his command of the Dolphin because his term of 
service had expired, and after a few months Com- 
mander O'Neil was detached and ordered to the 
Ordnance Yard at Washington as Inspector of Ord- 
nance, being succeeded by Commander Stirling, 
who now has the ship. Captain Bunce served a 
full term on the Atlanta, and was succeeded by 
Captain Howell, of torpedo fame, who still holds 
the command. The first commander of the Boston 
was Captain Ramsay, who, upon his promotion to 
his present grade, gave her up to Captain O'Kane, 
who is not likely to give up his ship because he is 
“unequal to the requirements of to-day.” All 
three of these vessels are practically in their second 
commission. The Chicago is in her first commis- 
sion, and has had but one commanding officer, Cap- 
tain Robeson. The same is the case with the 
Yorktown, Commander Chadwick, the Petrel, Oom- 
mander Brownson, the Baltimore, Captain Schley, 
and the Charleston, Captain Remey. The Phila 
delphia’s first commander, Captain Bradford, has 
recently been detached by reason of physical dis- 
ability necessitating a surgical operation; he will 
be succeeded by Captain Rodgers. This is the only 
ease in which a command of the new ships has 
been yielded. 





GENERAL Brooke will not be relieved from 
his present command and ordered to the Depart- 
ment of Arizona, as was intimated might be the 
case at the time the War Department suspended 
the order directing General McCook to assume 
command of the Department of Arizona, and re- 
questing him to remain at Fort Leavenworth until 
further orders. Whether the Secretary of War did 
or did not contemplate sending General Brooke to 
Arizona, and General McCook to the Platte, as _ re- 
ported, is not an important question now, for orders 
have been issued directing General McUook to take 
command of Arizona, as originally authorized. It 
is proper to state, however, that the department 
officials never had any idea of relieving General 
Brooke from his present command because of his 
action in the matter of Colonel Kautz, or of reflect- 
ing in the slightest way upon his administration of 
the affairs of the present command. At the time the 
change was suggested it was thought General 
Brooke might not be averse to going to the’ De- 
partment of Arizona, and as this would be an easy 
way of separating the two officers it is not surpris- 
ing that the plan was suggested. The Secretary of 
War has not yet acted on the charges pro and con, 
between the two officers, and the probabilities are 
that the dispute may go unsettled for some time 
yet. It is safe to say that there will not bea 
court-martial. The Secretary is said to be con- 
sidermg whether it is not about time Colonel 
Kautz’s regiment was now moving to some other 
department, but as the state of the transportation 
fund has something to do with this, it cannot be 
said at this time what the decision will be. 








No. 1, Vou. 1, of ‘‘ The Rank and File : The En- 
listed Man’s Journal,” published in Washington, 
D. C., made its appearance this week. The new 
comer generously admits that there are other papers 
specially devoted to Army and Navy matters, but 
says ‘* the enlisted man has found bat cold comfort 
in them, and his interests which were never con- 
sidered, except in the most perfunctory manner, 
were invariably sacrificed at the beck of the higher 
powers.” Our youthful contemporary evidently 
has some things to learn concerning the enlisted 
men of the Army, but we wish it all success, and 
promise it our most cordial co-operation in its efforts 
to improve their condition. It will find this a cold 
world for reformers, but it is not for us to damp 
its youthful enthusiasm. ‘‘In the bright lexicon 
of youth there is no such word as fail." 








We publish this week General Nelson A. Miles’s 
farewell General Order to the Division of the Pacific, 





and note with pleasure his publiely expressed ap- 
preciation of the zealous efforts of and faithful dis- 
charge of duty by the troops of his command. To 
the people and press of the Pacific Coast he also 
tenders his gratitude for many acts of assistance 
and encouragement to the troops. 








Orpers of this week, as will be seen, entail a 
little shaking up in the Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment of the Army. 








THAT must have been a mighty interesting con- 
versation between the Secretary of the Navy and 
Acting Rear-Admiral Walker on Thursday last. 
According to the daily papers they talked about 
the latter's assignment to the Light House Board 
to succeed Rear-Admiral Harmony, his assignment 
to the North Atlantic Station in the place of 
Rear-Admiral Gherardi, and finally about a long 
leave of absence to enable him (Walker) to take the 
management of a large ship-building enterprise. 
According to the Secretary and Acting Rear-Ad- 
miral Walker the consultation related.entirely to 
the disposition of the vessels of the Squadron of 
Evolution, and especially the repairs. So far as can 
be ascertained the conclusion was reached to make 
what repairs are necessary, and then resume such 
evolutions off our coasts as will be beneficial in 
training officers and men for some more elaborate 
mancuvres next year. Lt is expected thatthe win- 
ter will be spent in this way, the exercises taking 
place along the southern coust, and io the spring, 
when Rear-Admiral Gherardi’s term expires, the 
Squadron of Evolution and North Atlantic Squad- 
ron will be vonsolidated with Acting Rear-Admiral 
Walker in command. Extensive preparations will 
then be made for some Army and Navy mancouvres 
to tuke place next summer. At least this is the pro- 
gramme most seriously cousidered; there may be 
developments requiring the preserce of the vessels 
elsewhere, and thus necessitate a change. 








It is beginning to look now as if the nominations 
for brevet commissions might not get to the Senate 
during the present session after all. Adjournment 
is looked for within the next twoor three weeks, 
and as the President and Secretary of War will both 
be absent during the greater part of the month the 
consideration they desire to give to the 159 names 
prepared by the Adjutant-General's Office, in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations of the Com- 
manding General, for commissions, will necessarily 
be deferred until their return, when there will be so 
many more urgent cases to demand their attention 
that the brevets will doubtless be allowed to ge 
over. Coufirmation could hardly bs expected any- 
how during the few remaining days of the session, 
and besides the list is not yet complete, a number of 
cases being in controversy. Altogether the Depart- 
ment is not having a happy time in its efforts to 
carry out the law on this subject. Thelong time 
that has elapsed since many of the recommenda- 
tions were made, and the absence in some cases of 
an official record of the service for which brevets 
are to be conferred, has made it difficult to deter- 
mine in all cases just who are eutitied to brevets. 
The correspondence between some of the officers 
concerned whose cases are unsettled and the De- 
partment still goes on. 








We learn that the current report of the Office of 
Naval Intelligence was in the hands of ths Govern- 
ment Printing Office in ample time for the appear- 
ance of the book three months ago. But notwith- 
standing that the book is overdue it will be found 
an exceedingly interesting and valuable number. 
Chapters VII. and VILI., on “The Ministers of the 
Marine and Personnel of Several European Navies,” 
and “Administration of the Merchant Marine in 
Foreign Countries,” will be of especial interest just 
now in view of the legislative consideration that 
these subjects must reveive at au early date. In 
addition to the above the following subjects are 
intelligently handled by Commander Davis and bis 
assistants: Notes on ships and torpedo boats; Notes 
on machinery; Notes on ordnance and armor; 
Notes on the application of electricity in the Navy; 
The naval manoeuvres of 1889; Notes on the recent 
naval mancuvres; The development of rapid-fire 
guns tor naval use; The year’s development of 
home resources for the production of war material; 
Liquid fuel for torpedo boats; The mancuvring 
distances of steamers, and Automobile torpedoes— 
the Whitehead and Howell. 





Tux President has appointed Capt. T. O. Selfridge, 
U.S.N.; Col. George H. Mendell, Corps of Engi- 
neers; the Hon. Thomas CU. Piatt, of New York; the 
Hon. Richard W. Thompson, of Indiana, and Lieut. 
Ambrose B. Wyckoff, U. 8. N., as the commission 
provided for in the recent Naval Appropriation act 
to select a site for a naval drydock on the Pacific 
Coast north of the northern boundary of California. 
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during the present month, and after examining 
maps, etc,, showing the topography of the points to 
be inspected, will leave for San Francisco, where & 
Government vessel will probably be furnished for 
their use. If Congress adjourns by Uct. 1, as now 
seems probable, it is not unlikely that the Secretary 
of the Navy will accompany the Board. 1t has been 
his desire to visit the Pacific Coast ever since he be- 
came Secretary of the Navy, and just prior to the 
sad calamity which befel bis family he had made all 
arrangements for an extensive inspection of the 
Mare Island Navy-yard and the various sites sug- 
gested for naval purposes on Puget Sound. 

















A Boarp will convene at Fort Monroe, Va., Oct. 
8for the examination of the four candidates for 
appointment as second lieutenants who were suc- 
cessful in their examinations by departmental 
boards. If they are successful in their final exam- 
ination by this board, as they probably will be 
there will be no delay in their appointments, as bas 
so often been the case, for there are more than 
enough vacancies already existing for them. The 
liberal assignment of the West Point graduates as 
additionals in the artillery and cavairy arms have 
left no less than 15 vacancies in the infantry. It is 
not unlikely that some of these will be filled by 
civilian appointments during the autumn, and 
should the artillery bill become a law this coming 
winter, as many anticipate, there will be an excel- 
lent chance for the civilian candidate. 








Tue President has issued an order constituting 
the following officers as a Board to decide upon 
geographical nomenclature and orthography: Pro- 
fessor Thomas C. Mendenhall, superintendent of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey, chairman; Andrew

Wiru the exception of afew isolated cases, the 
Treasury and Navy Departments have ubout com- 
pleted the settlement of all the claims of the officers 
and crews of the vessels wrecked in the Samoan dis- 
aster for losees of personal property. in making 
the settlements full allowance was made for every 
item lust and sworn to by the claimant. All the law 
required was that each claimant should make a 
sworn statement (itemized) of his personal losses 
for which payment should be made, provided the 
total amount claimed did not exceed a year's pay 
In the majority of cases paid, especially of the men, 
the amounts allowed reached within a few dollars 
of the limit.

(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
A DAY AT ALDERSHOT. 


ALDERSHOT, situated about one mile from the rail- 
road station of the same name, is a vast military 
school for al] braucbes of the army. The reserva- 
tion is nine miles square and the buildings are capa- 
ble of accommodating 20,000 men. There were 13.000 
tbere on the day of my visit, and on certain occa- 
sions, when military manceuvres on a large scale 
1ook place, there have been 60,000 men present there. 
‘The place was occupied 30 years ago, when the bar- 
rack and other buildings were erected of wood in 
the hut style; but these are rapidly giving place to 
brick buildings. Those remaining are principall 
occupied by tbe Hospital Corps. From the next rail- 
road station, on nearing Aldershot, a good view of 
* New Wimbledon,” the great camp recently estab- 
jisbed for field manoeuvres and target practice for 
botb regular and volunteer troops, can be seen, The 
camp appears in extent to be equal to that of one of 
our Army corps during the late war. The various 
forms of the tents from the marquees of the general 
officers to the shelter tenta of sume organizations, 
the gay flags and streamers to be seen every where, 
give it tue appearance of a great fair; but this idea 
is dispelled by the movements of troops of all arms 
that 18 constantly going on. Itis said that there 
are 90 targets there, all ranged along the same line, 
quite near together. 

A letter from Dr. W. A. Mackinnon, Director- 
General of the Medical Department of H. M.’s Army, 
to Dr. T. Tarrant, Surgeon-General at Aldersbot, 
secured for me the most polite attention from the 
roedical officers there. The Surg.-Gen. met me atthe 
railroad station in full uniform, and drove mein bis 
cart to the ground, where tbe Hospital Corps were 
waiting to give me a special exhibition of their drill 
in dressing and carrying the wounded from the 
tield to the tents for first aid, and to the ambu- 
Jances. As weapproached the ground I[ saw 12 men 
dressed in white lying down, and scattered about 
over a surface of about six acres; these represented 
the wounded men who were to play their part in 
the drill. Beyoud were seen a line of the corps, 69in 
number, under the charge of a medieal officer. Be- 
hind them were 4 ambulances, 4 wagons, a tent for 
first aid, containing instruments, dressings, splints, 
anevthetics, fluid foods, stimulants, and anodyones, 
under the charge of a sergeant of the hospital corps. 
Alongsiae of the tent were displayed every article 
of the medical field equipment, such as panniers, 
contrived for being carned either on pack animals 
or io wagons, containiog medicines, instruments, 
dressings, concentrated foods, etc., besides camp 
cooking utensils, and trenching tools. An exami- 


nation of the wounded on the field showed that: 


each man had a tag fixed to the top button of bis 
blouse, giving bis name, rank and regiment, wound 
or Other trouble, the treatment required in the case 
and signed W. B. Allin, surg.-maj. ‘hese tage, which 
1 took possession of, as the cases were disposed of, 
bad severally the following diagnoses written upon 
them, viz.: Lncised wound of bead and fracture of 
left tibla, wound of left eye, fracture of left leg, 
wound of fermoral artery, wound of left shoulder, 
wound of right chest avd simple fracture of left 
leg; gunshot wound of right toot and simple frac- 
ture of lower jaw; contused wound of left cheek 
aod simple fracture of leg; wound incised on scalp 
nod compound fracture ot right forearm; wound 
of femoral artery (right) and fracture of left leg; 
wound of left cheek and fracture of right forearm; 
wound of top of vead and left forearm; incised 
wound cn top of head and left band ; wound on 
front of rigbt chest and simple fracture of left leg. 
These tags are a printed form, made of white paper 
hnen-lined, with a button hole at one end, and are 
the same as are used in actual service. They go 
with the patient and eonstitute the beginning of his 
medical record, and are valuable as evideuce for 
pensions, disability, etc. 

Tbe tirst act 10 the drill after some manual with 
the litters was forthe men of the Hospital Corps 
to form to the words of command four deep, the 
stretchers being lifted up—each party having 
one march, under the orders to the chief of the 
party, to a wounded man, who was found in a 
posture appropriate to the nature of bis injury or 
trouble. One of the stretcher party had a tan-vol- 
ored duck baversack filled with dressings, splints, 
auodynes, pocket case, etc. The dressers quickly and 
skilfully piaced the appropriate dressing upon the 
injured part, and the patient was gently placed 
upon the stretcher in a manner intended to give the 
least pain to the sufferer, and appropriate to 
the case and the appliances used on it. Each 
patient was in turn placed in the ambulances, either 
vn the roller stretchers or pues in a sitting —~ 
ture, in front or behind, as the case required. The 
work of dressing and transferring the wounded to 
the ambulances was of the most realistic kind, and 
in it the men displayed an intimate knowledge of 
tbe parts involved in the injury, the nature of it, 
and the best way it should oe handled in the first 
aid dressing and in transportation. The drill fin- 
ished, and ali the equipments, ambulances, etc., 
fully examined and viearly explained by Surgeon 
Major W. B. Allin, who is a most expert drill 















master, with the highest standing in his corps, I was 
econ the lecture room, where soms 40 of 
the Hospital Corps were assembled to bear a lecture 
on the bones of the human skull by one of the med- 
ical officers. The course extends over about one 
month, during which the buman body is gone over 
quite completely, so that the men acquire a fair 
idea of its structure, the nature of fractures, use of 
splints, dressings for all sorts of injuries and hem- 
orrbage and the immediate and extemporized me- 
thods of coutrolling it. The men are frequently 
examined upon the subjects of the lectures; tae 
| enna are advanced in rauk and duties, while 
hose who are dull and not adapted to the corps are 
ccc either by discharge or transfer to the 
ne. 

1 was vividly impressed with the fact that by the 
assistance of such active and skilled dressers as these 
Hospital Corps men were, and who were also masters 
of the proper way to transfer the wounded from the 
field to the tents for first aid and to the ambulances, 
the surgeon’s powers for caring for the wounded 
were multiplied by as many of thess men as he 
could direct. A very exhausting kind of work for 
the surgeon during the War of the Rebellion was 
the dressing and handling the wounded and trans- 
ferring them from the field. A properly trained hos- 

ital corps like the one at Aldershot would take all 

bis labor off his hands and Jeave him free to give his 
attention to the administration, sanitary matters, 
surgery practice, reports and other matters which 
a medical officer who has expended his strength in 
stooping to dress the wounded and lifting them—as 
we all have done—cannot do so well, as if he saved 
himeelf from tbe physical strain that attends dress- 
ing, first aid and transferring. 

Two years ago I inspected the Hospital Corps at 
Woolwich Arsenal at atime when the drill was on 
trial, just having been introduced into the army. 
The posturinogs, steps and marchings were compli- 
cated and fanciful—not unlike some of the drills of 
acorpsof Amazons on the stage—but the drill at 
this date has been trimmed down quite to the neces- 
sary Movement required to handle the wounded and 
at tbe same time to have it a drill so as to enable one 
man to control many by means of it. 


The next in order for examination were the hos- 
pitale, of which there are three for the accommo- 
dation of the troops, and one for the soldiers’ wives 
and sometimes children. 1 contented myself with 
inspecting the Cambridge Hosrital—the best | sup- 
pose, for it was the one I was invited to see. Itis 
under the charge of Brig. Surg. W. Kier, M. D., but 
I was conducted through by Surg. A. UL. Borradaile, 
M. B. Capt. S. Warren, quartermaster, bas all to 
vay relative to the repairs and work generally about 
the building. At the time of my visit he was paint- 
ing or kalsomining—‘doing it over,’ as it is called, 
and consequenily oa our rounds he did most of 
the explaining. The medical officer (there were 
tbree who accompunied mr) had but little to say, 
even inthe dispensary. The engineers furnish the 
money for hospital construction and repairs, aod 
the quartermasters apply it. The medical officers 
while they recommend and approve, or otherwise, 
seem to be kept under apd too much subordinated 
to other departments in matters relating to their 
own peculisr professional matters, as they relate to 
the managin,y of hospitals. The Cambridge Hospi- 
tal isa brick structure, built 15 yeara ago; it ison 
the pavilion plan, and will accommodate about 5v0. 
The equipment, appliances, and fixtures are plain 
in appearance—the iustruments and such supplies 
as I saw much lessio allowance and quality than 
those in the American Army. The medical books 
are conspicuous for theirabsence. The medical offi- 
cer informed me that they had to purchase all their 
medical books and the obtaining of new pacteraos of 
instruments was attended with much trouble. The 
culinary department seemed the best equipped of 
any. i was pleased to see that female nurses were 
employed. heir clean uniforms, with bright color- 
ing, dangling buoch of keys,and high mounting 
white caps, gave them a wholesome, autboritative 
and restful air, which | believe is very benetivial for 
a sick man to see. ‘he inspection of Cambridge 
Hospital over, the cheering mention of the “mess” 
was made, and there [ found a comfortable, well ap- 
pointed establishment, consisting of a reception 
room, u sort of conservatory looking room, with a 
sky light fora ceiling, small tables, and leather 
covered chairs set about as in a smoking room, 
which in fact it was—a parlor sitting room and a 
dining room—all spacious, plainly, but well fur- 
— Patriotic and rural pictures adorned the 
walls. 

Phere are 32 medical officers at Aldershot and this 
place is a sort of club forthem and most of them be- 
long to it. The man in charge is called * steward ;"’ 
he is = pene, as are most of the other attend- 
ants. be luncheon was informal, and there was 
some going aud coming of the members during the 
meal. One came in toward the end and said he had 
been detained by a case of placenta previa at the 
female hospital, but the case nad passed out of 
danger. The medical officers on duty were allio 
full uniform with spurs, but no sworas, excepting 
Surgeon-General Tarrant, who looked usif he had 
dressed for the Queen’s drawing room. He is a 
splendid looking mau in his gorgeous uniform, and 
would attract notice in any circle, however distiu- 
guished. | was impressed by a sort of thoroughness 
and reliability in the medical officers I met. They 
looked strong and heaithy and their conversation 
rather indicated that their energies and thoughts 
were centred in their professional duties. ost 
other people | have met here disclosed an inquiriag 
discontent at the inequality of the layers of social 
stratification so conspicuous in the make up of this 
pation. At the conclusion of the lunch, at which the 
medical departments of the British and American 
Armies were fully discussed, | was conducted by 
Surgeon Major W. B. Allin to the canteen that be- 
longs to the Hospital Corps, of which he has the 
general charge. A committee of three others ex- 
amine the matter oncea month. The name “ can- 
teen” has been abolished officially, and the concern 
is now styled ‘‘ Regimental [nstitute; ’’ in this in- 
stance it is “ Regimental Institute, Medicul Staff 
Corps.”” I found that one of the original wooden 
huts bad been divided up into a store and smoking 
room and a concert hali, the latter fitted up asa 
small theatre—footlights, curtain, scenery and all. 
Two or three times a week minstrels, songs, dances, 
piano, etc., are given by members of the command; 
sometimes strol players find their way into the 
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place and give variety to the performance. This 
amusement room is thought much of as a means of 
contenting the men and keeping them frem wand- 
ering off at night. The man incharge is a pensioner 
from the Hospital Corps. Looking the stock over | 
found that they bad 270 articles for sale at nearly 
cost prices, and they comprised every possible form 
of food articles, excepting fresh meat, and the 
drinks were ale, porter, stout, cider, ginger beer, 
lemonade and soda water. The total number of 
patrons is 400,and for a year past they have con- 
sumed 3,420 gallons of ale and bitter beer, 3,600 
bottles of porter and stout, 4,600 bottles of cider, 
ginger beer, lemonade and soda water. The 
effect of the Regimental Institute on the drink habit 
has been found to diminish its prevalence and de- 
gree. The men having access to the drink without 
restraint bas been found to be a means of diminisn- 
ing the use of beers and increased use of temper- 
ance drinks, such as cider, ginger beer, soda and 
lemonade. The men are allowed to drink all they 
wish, but drunkenness is severely punished. 

I did not giveany attention to the strictly military 
parts of this vast assemblage of the agencies of war- 
fare. The thing I hate most in this world is a mus¥et, 
unless it be a cannon: | only feel a horror of the 
effects of tbem. But, referring to the monthly official 
directory of the Aldershot Division, July, 1890, 1 
find that Aldersbot is a great school for instructing 
all branches of the military service, excepting med- 
ical officers, though the Hospital Corps have a 
school here. Here we find schools for the cavairy, 
Royal Artillery, Royal Engineers, infantry, Army 
Service corps—auch as supplies of all kinds, riding 
masters, quartermasters, veterinary surgeons, De- 
partment of Ordnance, and Signal Service. Then 
there are inspector of schools, scripture readers, 
chaplains’ department, and officials of camp 
churches. I send you acopy of the above-mentioned 
airectory, 80 you can print what you like from it.

ARMY REPORTS ON STATE CAMPS. 


PENNSYLVANIA State Camp, JULY 18-26. 
Report of Capt. J. Gales Ramsay, 2d Artillery, U. 8. A. 

For many reasons the selection of this location ior a large 
camp is admirable. I think unnecessary dispersion of the 
command existed, and that the division could readily have 
been epcamped on a little more ground than tbat occu 
by the 2d and 3d Brigades, both of which were rather more 
convenient to the railroad and on somewhat better ground 
than the Ist Brigade. Much tedious marching and hauling 
could thus be avoided, and prompter assembli accom- 
plished. The tents were admirably pitched, the aligaments 
fine, and the effect showed attention and care. The general 
condition of the camp equipage is excellent, showiog care 
in its preservation. 

The rank and file, as a rule, is excellent. Very many 
young men, apparentiy minors, arein ranks, sucb acces- 
sions seeming greatest just before camp, and it is to be ob- 
served that they add nothing to the bearing of their com- 
mauos, as they are deficient in soldierly appearance and 
“set up;” which latter comment may, however, with reser- 
vation, be more generally applied. 

The condition of most of tbe arms, as a rule, was fair, 
though some inspected that bad b2en but three years in the 
bands of the men were in sad plight. 

Quite a feature in City Troop of Philadelphia was the 
weuring of the Army working suits and russet top boots as 
a fatigue uniform ; and with the brown campaign hat they, 
when mounted, presented a most unique appearance 
sirangely reminiscent of “butternut” dyes. A good unl- 
torm. 

That target practice is attended to with great interest is 
shown by tbe great numbers of marksmen of successive 
years’ qualification in ranks. In this connection I found 
that arms were sometimes allowed to be kept in the hands 
of the irdividual soldier. Unquestionably they should in- 
variably be kept in the armories or other depositories, and 
should, as long as the man is in service, always be used by 
the same soldier, thus fixing responsibility. 

Most cheerful and usually inteiigent performance of 
duty pervades all grades. Zeal and subordipation the rule, 
and desre to excel apparent, though lack of ivstruction 
(proper instruction) in preliminary duties bas been the rule. 
Negiect of the proper custom and regulation of privates 
suluting officers is most noticeable, and to be deprecated. 
On the other band, the practice of officers saluting each 
other ano superiors is most punctiliously carried out. 

I bad but little kuowledge of the performance of guard 
duty suve near our quarters, where it was fairly well done. 

Drills were ircquent and of al) kinds, from the company 
to the brigade, aud in most instances were carefully con- 
ducted anu well rendered. Many battalion movements were 
uamirably executed, possibly uot with even precision, but 
with comprehensive knowledge and effectiveness. Tne 
skirmisb Grills that I witvessed, both company and bat- 
tahon, were quite good, and a skirmish line at night, firing, 
displayed that work to much advantage. The two division 
reviews, ove for the Governor, the other for the President 
und otbers, were really fine spectacles, well rendered; the 
murching, aligomepts, distances, etc., and appearapce of 
the men generally deserving and eliciting high encomium. 
At these tormaiions, however, too many men were absent 
from ranks as spectators. Guard duty or other special ser- 
vice could bardly account tor so large a number, 

There were present three troops of cavalry, all well armed 
and equipped. Two of them, I believe, own their own 
horses. All were well mounted and good borsemen, their 
appearance most creditable, their movements evincing a 
good state of proficiency. 

The Army ration is substantially the basis, somewhat am- 
plitied with potatoes and tinned vegetables. I am not in- 
lormed ot the cost this year, but judge it varying from 17 
to 20 cents from year to year. Messes are by companies; 
cooks both detailed and bired. Great variety in methods 
aod means of cooking, which shuuld be reduced to uni- 
formity. 

The books of regiments and companies are nearly models, 
and correct returns are nade of State property. 1 was much 
pleased with their conciseness anu the evident care with 
which they were kept. 

The division of the National Guard of Pennsylvania is for- 
tunate in ita distinguished general officers. All of them 
bave had war service, and bring into their military families 
assistants of high character and excellence. It was my goud 
jortune to meet constantly and fumiliarly the general and 
division staffs. Quite a number of them were ia service dur- 
ing the rebellion. Ic would almust seem affectation to make 
mention of them, were it not to record impressions of their 
capabilities, untiring energy, and most modest performance 
«f tueir arduous ana responsible duties. The success of the 
National Guard of Pennsylvania system in a great measure 
lests On their shoulders, and thougb the burden be far from 
light they cordialiy accept the situation and manfully main- 
tain their prestige. 

The non-commissioned staff at various headquarters (this 
isa uliar feature ol the Guard) are, in mauy instances, 
ex-Regular soldiers of several terms of service, and from 
what J witnessed of their work, and was told, they are an 
efficient and wortby adjunct. 

Tne preseut admirable system of the National Guard of 
Pennsy)lvania is the logical sequence of a wep heavy organi- 
zation toat the unbappy distu: bances of 1877 showe:! to be 
iueffective and faulty, ana at no time probably since its for- 
mation bas it showa tbe prescience of guiding thought and 
band than to-day; and it presents, on a fairly extensive 
scale, an example of citizen soldiery that the Republic may 
well afford to admire and congratulate itselt upon, The 
continuance in Svate service of so many of its most dis- 
tinguisbed and efficient officers, year after year, when their 
fealty to ibe forces of the commonwealth legally has long 
since ceased, the accession of such high cbharscter and in- 
tellizence in the line and staff, and the forcible elimination 
- the Jukewarm and uuwor.by must meet great approba 
tion. 

The magnificent spectacle of the work done recently bya 
contingent of this Guard, uoder contro! of Gen. D. H. Hast- 
ings, adjutant general of the State, in guarding, caring for, 
and feeding the liviug, burying the dead,and performing 
all the offices of tenderness and sympathy that the death 
ibrougb a most awful visitation of Providence caused some 
thousands of their fellow citizens, may properly enuugh be 
cited as an example of their thoroughness and character. 

I beg to cai! attention to the report of Gen. Hastiogs, ad- 
jutant general ot Pennsylvania, for 1888 (none yet printed 
10r 1889), and witn special reference to the reports contained 
in that volume of the chiefs ot the various staff depart- 
ments, which give detailed information and show much 
broadness of view. 


Report of Capt. Clinton B. Sears, OC. E., U. 8. A, 


Upon first view the Mt, Gretna positién does not appear a 
very suitable one for the camping of a division, being very 
irregular in contour and too heavily wooded, but az it tul- 
‘ils as to its topograpby the general ave service condi 
tions, it may be cunsidered as fairl | adapted for the 
purpose ot a camp ground merely. veral more acres of 
limber should be cleared and grubbed to permit of greater 
intervals between regiments and briga: 

The camps, considering the eccentricity of the ground, 
were well and properly jaid out and, as faras practicabie, in 
conformity with Army regulations. men were sub- 
sisted on rations furnished oy the State, through its reguiar 
supply officers, each company receiving and preparing its 
own ltvod, As this givee buth the supply officers and the 
men a vaiuable experience under service conditions, it is to 
be preferred to the New York system, under which, I un- 
derstand, the troops are ted by boarding-masters, 
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Ot those present (average 8,018) there was an average daily 
sick report of only 35 3-5, or less than 44 of 1 per cent. This 

sbows the fine physical character and cundition of the men, 

and the good sanitary coodition of the camp, also the entire 
absence of malingering. reports do not show the num- 
ber in arrest or confinement, but I understood that the per- 

centage was extremely smal!. ] saw no cases whatever of 
inebriety, insubordination, and boisterous and uoruly con- 
duct. The men generally oon quiet, and respectful 

and attentive to their work. th officers and men showed 
ab earnest, zealous spirit, aod a desire to improve the occa- 
sion for learning their duties. Asa rule, where they fell 

short it was due to ignorance aod want of experience. 

The logistic administration is to be specially commended. 
The troops were assembled and dispersed promptly, system - 
aticaliy,and with due regard to their comfort ; they were 
well quartered and fed, were fairly well outfitted with uni- 
torms and arms, and their health and bodily comfort were 
properly regarved. 

The company officers should give much greater personal 
attention to the care of the arms and equipments. 

It struck me that the enlisted men us a body were much 
superior to their company officers, a large majority of whom 
appeared to be careless in their dress, sloucbing in their car- 
riage, slow and indecisive in giving their orders, and often 
grossly ignorant of their duties, though generally zealous 
and williog. 

Setting-up drill had been neglected, apparently. by both 
officers anu men. I would especiaily cali the attention of 
the authorities to this puiot and recommend a much more 

d compliance witb the tactics in this matter. 

o walking about the camps I noticed the usual citizen 
“ fraternity and equality " betweeu officers and men anda 
general siackness of military bearing when off duty, and 
not infrequently when under arms; unbuttoued biouses, 
slovenly personal bearing and carriage,and unkempt ap- 
pearance; privates and non-con) missioned officers lounging 
in and about the company officers’ tents; faliure to salute 
in passing or addressing officers ; omitting the proper titles 
in speaking to those of different wrade; and many other lit- 
tle things betrayiug a want of the true military — anda 
correct understandiog of the relative duties and dignities of 
the severa! grades, and an ignorance of the great value of 
al) the little formalities embraced in the term military 
etiquette. 

In this matter of military etiquette there was a notable 
difference between the enlisted men and company officers 
on the one hand, and the field, brigade, and division com- 
missioned and non-commissioned officers on the other baud. 
The latter were almost without exception, in their various 

rades, neat in their dress, alert and military in their bear- 

ng, and punctilious ana ceremonious in their manner. 

These externais evinced the true military spirit,and could 
their possessors be present with the troops in camp for 
longer and more frequent periods, their example alooe 
would be very beneficial. If, in addition, they soux bt to de- 
velop the same characteristics in the suburdiaates, the effect 
would be stiil greater. 

I noticed that the military bearing, the observance of 
forms of military etiquette, and the general esprit du 
was the’ best among the commands composed of mea of 
good education and high social standing. They evidently 
recognizea the importance of these points, and their ex 
ample was undoubtedly beneficial. 

Asarule, except at division and brigade headquarters, 
the guard duty was improperly and inefficiently pertormed. 
There was a general want of alertness on the part of the 
sentinels and of knowledge of details on the part of officers 
and non-commissioned officers of the guard. I would re- 
cow mend each company commander to occasionally bold a 
guard mounting of his whole company, put one-third of 
them op post, and go through alithe mvuvements of reliev- 
iog sentinels, chailenging, grand rounds, officer-of-the-day 
inspections, etc., as laid dowa in the tactics and regulations, 
I thiok entirely too much time is devoted to inspections, re- 
views, and manceuvres purely ceremonious and not nearly 
enough to battaiion drilis, especially skirmish movements, 
The heavy skirmish line is undoubtedly that of the next 
war,and too mueh attention cannot be paid to battalion 
skirmishing. ‘The battalion drilis I saw were far from being 
even fair. Not one of thesix colonels whom I overbeard 
knew bis tactics thoroughly, and none were properly sup- 
ported by their field officers. I saw several colonels wasting 
time in aligoing markers and guides and giving detailed in- 
dividual instruction, while their field officers sat on their 
horses and did nothing. Many ot the orders given by the 
colonels were deficieut ur redundant in the wordings. Tne 
captaios were often, apparently, ignorant of what com- 
mands to give, and failed to grasp the significance of the 
movement as ordered, while others were dilatory in repeat- 
irg commands, and gave their preparatory orders in so jow 
a Lone as to be ineffectual. Many would wait and look about 
to see what others were doiug before giving their com- 
munds. Of course there were some notable and commend- 
able exceptions by captains who bad evidently studied their 
tactics to good purpose, for their companies moved 
promptly and correctly. Tbere seemed to be prevalent in 
some regiments an unnecessary waving and flourishing ot 
swords when handliog the cumpanies,and many captains, 
while giving commands and executing movements, carried 
their swords in the second position ot present arms iustead 
of keeping them atacarry. The guides and markera gen- 
erally were ignorant of their duties. This can only be ob- 
viated by non-commissioned officers’ schools ana frequent 
practice, 

All of the field mnusic was, I think, in error as to the pro- 
per cadence for quick time ; it was more nearly that of com- 
mon time. This gave a dragging eye to the step and 
delayed the movements. Barring this detect, the Pennsyl- 
vapia Guard marches exceptionally well, as was shown in 
the various reviews I witnessed. 

Taking the division as a whole, I bavé seen no State or- 
ganization equa! to it in the essential features of a military 
body. IL know of no otber State, unless it be New York, 
that can put ito the field on as short notice so large, so 
well equipped, and so efficient a body of men, and I doubt if 
any otber State bas as goes an Organization as far as reiates 
to the division staff and the logistic orgavization. 

The effect of the presence of the Regular troops was, I 
think, very beneficia!. It is to be greatly regretted that a 
regiment, or, at least, a six-company battalion, of infantry, 
and a regimental band could not bave been sent instead of 
ooly two companies and the fleild music. 

No systematical iustruction appears to have been given to 
fieli signaling by flig and torch. This is an important 
factor iu field manceuvres, aod should not be neglected. In 
case of internal troubvies, where telegraph lines are liable 
to be cut, a knowledge of the signal code and the possession 
of the appliances for vsing it might be of great and vital 
importance. 


Report of Colonel Henry C. Corbin, A. A. G., U. 8. A. 

No better evidence of wis? and economical administration 
could be given than the ‘act that this splendid division of 
more than 8,000 men is paid, fed, clothed, tented, and trans- 
— to and from camp, from ail parts of the great State, 

0 some instances 300 miles distant, with the comparatively 
small appropriation of $800,000. 

In this connection we would recommend tbat an exper- 
ienced officer of the Army (one especially qualified for this 
very important duty) be detailed for duty ia the State as 
insiructor of small-arms practice, and that steps be taken 
to have the National Guard of all the States so iastructed. 

In the matter of guard duty, much attention was given 
to its strict performance, in accordance with the rules ana 
regulations governing the same in tbe Army. The tostruc- 
tion in this duty was given by Lieut. William H. Beun, 
Cavalry, who manifested a lively interest in all that per- 
tained to the weifare of the camp, and took great interest 
in imparting instructions to the sentinels and to the guards 


ip general. 

‘Toe sanitary features of the camp were excelleat in every 
particular. Surgeon Greenleaf, of the Army, who was pre- 
sent during tbe encampment, and who gave particular at- 
tention and study to all that pertained to the saai fea- 
tures of camp, iCk- 
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ever known in his entire experience in field service, which 
is well known covers many years. 

A more tious discharge of duty on ho pus sf 
all officers of every grade has rarely been our privi to 
witness, and on the part of the meno they seemed quite as 
willing to receive instruction as the officers were to impart 
it. Ia every instance there was abundant evidence that the 
efforts toward pert m were entered into as heartily by 
the enlisted men as by the officers themee! ves, 

All of these reports record the uniform courtesy 
and respect shown to them as officers of the Army, 
and the unstinted hospitality aud many evidences 
of consideration extended to them individually.

CONNECTICUT ENCAMPMENT. 


(Concluded from last week.) 

The C. N. G., last epring, adopted Kennon’s Manual of 
Guard Duty,s9 far as relates tosentinels. Mejor Willams, 
of the brigade staff, was appointed specia: instructor. 
Those who hoped for speedy returns from the uniformity 
thus calculated up »o were doumed to disappoiatment. Tae 
guard duty was absolutely and inexcusavly oad. Maay 
sentinels of ail regiments said their compaoies bad never 
been instructed in the duty. In three rounds of the camp 
on the last three nights, not once was the writer properly 
challenged, and only twice did be hear the relief baited cor- 
rectly. The No. 1's at the main entrance were particularly 
bad. Ia every instance the corporal, when culled, re- 
peated the full challenge. Wed ay moroinog, at the last 
moment, fatigue caps and overcoats were ordered, the rest 
of the uniform full dress. In the Ist one non com. officer 
wore red cbevrons on his overcoat, and oue white chevrons. 
In the 4th there was but one officer of the guard, and be the 
junior and without overcoat. Inthe 21, the sevior officer 
wore a private’s overcoat. la the 3rd, the men appeared to 
be at place rest when they should bave been at parade rest. 
Io all the regiments there were men witbout gloves. The 
day before, one detail of the wore leguins. Not 
one of the regiments was correct in uoiform uaotil Tburs- 
day, when the nd succeeded; the others attained to 
greater perfectiof on Fricay and Saturday. Io no 1ostance 
did the adjutants or the guard iospectors currect the de- 
fects in uniform, and in the 21 there were no superoumner- 
aries. To this regiment, also, the non-com mission 3d officers: 
on returning to their posts, executed the Movement as ore- 
scribed in Kennon's Manual, while the ether regiwents ad- 
hered to the antiquated Convecticut Regulations. How- 
ever, that part ot Kenonooa, referring to guard mounting, 
bas not yet been adopied by the State, The promptness of 
formation improved with each day, being most marked 
ia the Ist, and most nearly correct io tne 2d. 

The guard of the 34, assigaed to the main entrance on 
Wednesday, from right to lett of the old guard and 
in fropt of them and then fell in on the latter's imm -diate 
left. Neither old nor new officer turned ubout to give bis 
commands, either then or when the officers of the day #p- 
proached, The details were tormed io a dilatory mauner 
and the sentinels were poorly pusted. At Niantic the senti- 
nels, with the exception of bait of one post, are posted trum 
right to left. When the relief faced No. l’a post the in- 
structions were to post the man before facing t» the riebt, 
Further, sentinels were instructed to tun out the guard for 
colonels of regiments as ** commandants of posts,” it belug 
beld that each regimental guard was separate, although all 
combived made a brigade guard, and that guard received 
orders aud instructions from the brizadier geoeral. Woen 
a regiment was going vut for and returniag from Outpost 
duty most of the guards and sentinels preseated arms till 
the whole line had passed. Line officers in the regiment 
were also observed to presentarcms. Oae officer of the guard 
instructed his seatinels to stand at parade rest on their posts 
at retreat. Tbroughout the brigade it was evident that in- 
experienced men were sent out on guard duty in order that 
the individual companies might make a better showing ia 
the parades. In oniy one or two companies was it possiole 
to find thut the guard maoual bad been taugbtin theschools 
of non-commissioned officers, to say nothiog of the mea's 
having had no practice, Ilo few companies, indeed, does 
such a thiog exist as a school of noo-commissioved officers, 
Murking on tne three rounds méotioned ab >ve, the 21 led 
the brigade in guard duty. This is mure to the discreuit of 
the — commands than to the special credit of the 2d asa 
whole. 

Orderlies went on duty in all manner of style and babit, 
some with scabbards and cartridge boxes, some with oaly 
scabbards, and a few with neither. Comparatively tew of 
them koew the salute indoors or bow to deliver a message, 

Outpost duty this year was varied by making a part of a 
comwand an attacking torce, only one regiment ata time 
going out. Lack of tact and judgment on the part of offi- 
cers showed tbe wholesomeness of this drill, while nothiag 
equalle1 it for making the men alert. 

he 3d and 2d used markers to indicate change of direc- 
tion on guard mounting ; the others, uafortuaucely, did aot. 
With all che improvements being made arvuud these unsur- 
camp grounds, it is strange that seatry boxes hive 

not yet appeared. 

The weather ioterfered little and it wasa week of hard 
work. It is still true that there are many who du not ap- 
preciate the value of comeang. drill at 8 A. M., which this 
year was made skirmish drill. The result was apparent ia 
the loss of time io vattalion drilisat 10 A. M. and 2.15 P. M. 
The street riot drill, which was taken up by ube 2d last win- 
ter and which many hoped to see put in practice at camp, 
was pot drilled once by any regiment. Camp is the only 
place where this can be drilled to advantage, the armories 
are so small. Brigade dress parades were exceptivnally 
prompt and good. Io regimental dress parades the 21 wus 
abead. Ore eveniog the formation, with 10 companies, was 
wade io 55 seconds. 

Tbe programme for Friday (or Governor's Day) afternoon 
sbould be changed, aod is to be. From 2 till 6.30 the men 
have little rest. The result is to drive from the service good 
men who do not object to regular work. When the awbu- 
lance corps are kept busy pickiog up men who have faliea in 
the ranks, the folly of this fatigue for the purpose of simple 
display is patent to all. Next year will see ac improvement 
in this particular. Tbe giviog up of this day to “ show” is 
a necessary evil when the troops are supported by interested 
taxpayers, but it should be made at least a reasonable evil. 
Tbis year the Governor kep. the mea waiting some mo- 
ments before be left bis quarters. 

How littie the trigade nas been shaken by the conflicts of 
the past year may now be demonstrated by figures frum the 
consolidated report : ssn.

THE NEW YORK AND PENNSYLVANIA GUARD.

bat many improvements can be made in it is equaily true. 
But if the editor of the Gazette remembers the late war, he 
also probably remembers the fate of the gaudy uniforms that 
went ito the field to be changed for the less handsome 
blue. My prefereuce is for the Regular Army uniform, 
strictly as the Regular Army wears it. 

With regard to the Army at camps, I must say that I re- 
gret that their drills aud ceremonies at Mount Gretna came 
at the same hours as those of the Guardsmen. This fact 
rendered it impossible to obtain the benetit of their work as 
we should like to have done, without neglectiog our own 
duties. This is the key to the situation, anu bad the tour of 
duty been otherwise arranged the Guardsman would bave 
been found willing and ready to take advantage of his op- 
portunities. In my personal contact with Army officers I 
bave always found them to te willing to give any assist- 
ance possible and have met none from whom I have not 
jearned something, 

I trust that our friend, the editor of the Gazette, will 
think better Of us, now that he has relieved himself and 
bad time to cool off, and will admit that the N.G. P, has 
some good points. Atany rate we will try to survive,

It is not necessary to publish the long article accompany- 
ing this, giving the views of President Harrison, General 
Schofield and others concerning the Pennsylvania division.

The Pennsylvanians were organized by one of the 
best volunteer soldiers in this country, General John L, 
Hartran{t, and at atime wben he was strong enough to be 
able to disregard the mistaken ideas concerning military 
bodies, such as have found expression in what the editor of 
the Seventh Regiment Gazette bas written. General Har- 
tranft understood thoroughly what an equipment for ser- 
vice meant and he was fortunate enough to be able to 
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carry out his ideas practically. Others understand it, but 
they are not able, as Genera! Hartranft was, to realize their 
conceptions. Hence, the Pennsylvania division stands first 
in the estimation of such soldiers as Sherman and Schofield. 
The three essentials for an efficient military orgam- 
zation are the ability to properly feed and care tor its 
men, to march them as promptly as possible at the word of 
command and with the least'!possible impedimenta and to 
put them into action, take care of and keep them there. All 
else is valuable just so far as it leads up to these and no fur- 
ther. This talk of some novel kind of discipline and train- 
ing for the delicately nurtured militiamen isall very fide, but 
that sort of nonsense would not stand a week's active cam- 
paigning. We have tried sufficiently often in our history 
the experiment of fighting battles with town meetings, and 
the delusions that have led to the disastrous results re- 
corded ought never again to reeeive encouragement. When 
men object to what they call “ Reguiar Army ways” and 
“Regular Army discipline” it is because they bave no pro- 
per appreciation of military discipline,or of the necessity for 
it,and imagine that it can somehow be made compatible 
witk the individual liberty of action prevailing outside of 
the Army. The power of military organization lies solely in 
the ability of one man to control absolutely the will and the 
wishes of others. The moment any question of doubt or 
uncertainty asto the completeness of his control, within 
military lines, arises military efficiency is gone, * Their’s 
not to reason why.” We blame no one for not wishing to 
subject himself to military control, but we do object to 
lowering the standards to bring within the designation of 
soldier men who are not absolutely under the control of 
military authority. Too many of the organizations of the 
Natioual Guard are clubs and not military bodies at all. As 
clubs organized for public objects they no doubt servea 
useful purpose, but it only makes mischief to permit them 
to be deceived as to their relative status. 








REGULARS AND NATIONAL GUARDSMEN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

The general air of superiority to the militia, so 
confidently assumed by your Mount Gretna corre- 
spondent, made we weary; and 1 am going to say 
something, whether you print it or not. Why 1s it, 
that when three troops of Regular cavalry are 
marching, the rear of the column must take the 
gallop every five minutes or so, to close up? Why is 
it, that when three companies of Regular infantry 
are marching, the rear of the cvlumn cannot keep 
clozsed up at all? Why is it, that no company in the 
Regular Army can execute the manual of urms to- 
gether, while plenty of muilitiu organizations can 
drop their bands “like one man?” Why is it, that 
at target practice, you always heur the Regular offi- 
cer telling his men how to sight, and how much 
wipdage to take, but never a word about how to 
pull the trigger, which is really the only trick in 
shooting that a man cannot discover for himself? It 
is laughable to see a Regular in his third enlistment 
jump when a cartridge misses fire. 

Il have been pondering over these problems for 
almost a quarter of acentury, and 1 cannot solve 
them. Perhaps the 1ostructors—but that can’t be 
the reason, for the officers must certainly under- 
stand their profession, after devoting their lives to 
the study of it. | wonder if your correspondent can 
explain these difficulties.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The Ordnance and Fortification Board completed 
its labors on Friday last, after a hard week’s work, 
and adjourned until the first Tuesday in October. 
The entire session was devoted to the consideration 
of the appropriations in the new fortification bill, 
and result in the authorization, with the approval 
of the Secretary of War, which has since been ob- 
tained, of the following expenditures: $235,000 for 
construction of gun and mortar batteries for the 
defence of Boston harbor, $726,000 for New York 
barbor, $260,000 for San Francisco, $25,000 for steel 
fieldguns of 3.2-inch calibre, $400,000 for breech- 
loading, rifled sea-coast mortars, cast-'ron and 
steel-hooped, twelve-inch. $2,000 for sights and im- 
plements for guns and for fuser, $143,135 for metallic 
cartridges for field-gun batteries, $100,000 for altera- 
tion of existing carriages for ten and fifteen-inch 


smooth bore guns, $10,000 for powder for 
proving twelve-inch sea coast mortars, $27,- 
500 for cast iron projectiles, $10,000 for cast 


iron projectiles for proving twelve-inch sea 
coast mortars, $25,000 for steel shells for sea coast 
cannon, $100,000 for steel armor piercing projectiles 
for sea coast guns, $165,000 for machinery to com- 
Eete the full capacity of the Watervliet Gun Fac- 
py AF $10,630 for wash rooms, etc., at Waterviiet, 
for railroad sidings, etc., at Watervliet, 
$3500 for engine and shafting, $520,000 for lathes 
aud travelling crane. In all theallotments made at 
this meeting amount to $2,261,565. The board also 
prepared schedulee of dimensions, weights and other 
details for the construction of 25 eight-inch, 50 ten- 
incb, and 25 twelve-inch breech-loading stee) rifles, 
to be made under contract. The advertisements for 
bids will be issued iu a short time.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


PRESIDENT DrAz is said to be considering a plan to 
reduce the Mexican Army, by which undesirable 
elements will be eliminated or used in territory 
occupied by Indians. 

A HEtstnorors despatch says: Four Russian 
Army officers, one of them a major general, have 
been banished to Siberia for the theft of money and 
property belonging to the Government. 


AT a banquet given by the Emperor Willian to 
the officers of tho fleet at Gravenstein Sept. 7, he 
praisei the seamanship and the proficiency in gun- 
nery and torpedo work displayed at the naval 
mancouvres. 


Tue result of the experiments made with carrier 
pigeons at the Italian naval manceuvres surpassed 
expectation. Of the 105 pigeons let free, 86 arrived 
promptly at Piacensa from Spezzia, 6 with some de- 
lay, and only 13 were lost. Itis proposed to make

In Tonquin, it is said, the French use dogs, which 
are upusually ferocious there, as auxiliary sentinels, 
When these dogs are wanted for military service 
they are tied uP and natives are engaged to beat 
and otherwise ill use them. The French soldier's 
duty on the other hand is to feed and pet them. If 
then at night they are fastened to a sentry box they 
naturally give the alarm directly an Annamite or 
Tonquinois approaches. 


Tue official report of the Naval Commissiovers 
appointed to test the merits of Lieut. Peral's in- 
vention conveys a recommendation to the Govern- 
ment not to construct any vessel of this class. The 
trials appear to have proved that the submarine 
vessel is unseaworthy, and that it is of little use 
even on the coasts and in fair weather. It is only a 
few years ago that the Nordenfelt submarine vessel 
was spoken of as solving the problem of navigation 
under water; and yet it bas just been sold for its 
value as old iron.
